Debt Case At Chauvin 


On the 7th instant, A. F. Keith 
Esq. J. P. sitting. under the regu- 
lations of The Small Debts Act, at 
Chanvin, had before him the case 
of Smith vs. Scheller. 

Plaintiff sued for recovery of 
438.40, being balance oJ account 
for repaires to automobile. 

Mr. T. H. Saul appeared for the 
Plaintiff: and defendant did nct 
put in an appearance. 

After. hearing” the evidence in 
support. of the claim, judgement 
was given_for the plaintiff, with 
costs: rr 

The above reported case is the 
first to be.tried in Chauvin under 
the new regulations regarding 
small debt actions, and therefore 
calls for some comment on our 
part, as these regulations are of far- 
reaching effect in. small commun- 
ities situated 8o far from the center 
of the District Court District. 


Under the provisions: of The 
Small Debts Act (Alberta) it i¢ now 
possible to have all claims amount- 
ing to not more than $50 heard 
and decided by our localJ.P’s; and 
this applies in ali cases for larger a- 
mounts where thé balance owing on 
account is not more than $50; or is 
reduced by agreement to that a- 
mount. . 

Instead of: having to make the 
journey to Wainwright or Edmon- 
ton, paying railway fares ann —hot- 
el bills; these small matters can be 
settled right in Chauvin, or any- 
where in the locality most conven- 
ient for the parties interested. 

Another step in the right direct- 
ion, in our opinion; which may be 
said of every additional act provid- 
ing for local self government. 

We are not by any means anx- 
ious to see an increase in the mat- 
ters arising in litigation, but we 
welcome any innovation which will 
save expense to “the litigants, 
keep what money we have at home, 
and make it. possible to settle as

* Rajim-I-Jan-Rumiyya is inscribed 
on the old Persian gun which, at the 
‘request of King George> V., now 
stands on the Horse Guards Parade 
for inspection by the public. It was 
captured by the British on their en- 
try into Bagdad, and was sent by “Sir 
Stanley Maude and the British expe- 
ditionary force under his command as 
ja gift to the king. ‘The gun dates 
from the year 1547, and was built by 
the Shah, of Persia, Ismail. IL. ° to 
wage war with against. the Turks, 
who were giving support to his re- 
bellious brother. Part of the gun's 
inscription states that “The Com- 
mander of Victory and Help, the 
Shah, desiring to blot eo all trace 
of the Turks, ordered Dgi v to make 
this Gun.” The inscription goes wn 
Ito describe the capacity of the gur 
for “spitting out fire like a dragon.” 
Rajim-l-Jan-Rumiyya is a chrono 
gram for the ycar of the Hegira 954, 
which is A.D. 1547, the date the gun 
was made for war against the Turk.

Wild burros have become a pest 
in soine parts*of Arizona. ‘The little, 
long-eared animals are not exactly 
wild, for the reason that they do not 
have cnough cnergy and spirit to be 
that way; they are a good deal like 
the bears of Yellowstone Park. The 
mountain valleys of not only Arizo- 
na, but of New. Mexice and Northern 
Mexico are overflowing with droves 
of burros.’ They infest 
camps and ranches and are a. nuis- 
ance. Hundreds of them are kiled 
for their hides and grease. 

Tt has. been suggested by Dr, €. 
C. Young, a noted Russian traveller 
and Karakul sheep bfeeder, who has 
lived in the southwest for several 
years, that the wild burros’ be utiliz; 
ed as a source of meat supply for the 
people of this part. of the country. 

Dr. Young. says that he has eaten 
the flesh of camels. and various 
breeds of sheep and that they do 
not compare with burro meat. 

“As far as the meat of the young 
|burro is concerned, I can only state 
that Ihave eaten it for months*and 
like’ it,” he said. 

“A fat burro about one year old 
furnishes a-steak that will ‘satisfy
